The new county property 
valuation which is being 
conducted 
by 
Com­ 
prehensive P lanners Inc. 
apparently 
is creating a 
storm of confusion and 
County Judge Nathan E. 
White Jr. wants to get it 
straightened out. 
The confusion, according 
to Judge White, seems to 
center around the appraisal 
notices which have been 
mailed out—and which are 
still being mailed out. 
“In an effort to clarify the 
situation, I would like to 
explain why the reappraisal 
was made and what factors 
are yet to be considered in 
determining the tax which 
will be levied on each 
property,” he stated. 
Going into the background 
of the m atter, Judge White 
explained that a 1973 lawsuit 
by 
a 
group 
of 
county 
residents forced the county 
to value property according 
to fair m arket value. 
Because of the suit, the 
county was forced to hire 
Comprehensive Planners at 
a cost of $385,000 to reap­ 
praise and 
revalue 
all 
taxable real property within 
the county. 
“ D uring 
the 
past 
22 
m onths, 
approxim ately 
55,000 parcels of property 
have 
been 
a p p raised ," 
Judge White brought out. 
“ The 
ap p raisal 
notices 
which 
have been sent out 
reflect 
the 
com pany’s 
determination of die fair 
market value. 
“ T he 
C o m m issio n ers 
Court and Comprehensive 


Planners are well aware of 
the turbulent real estate 
m arket which has affected 
property values over the 
same period of time, and 
every effort has been, or will 
be, made to discount the 
grossly 
inflated 
values 
which were the result of 
‘funny money’ contracts,” 
he added. 


According to Judge White, 
Several property owners in 
the county think that the fair 
m arket value, as reflected in 
the dollar figure on the lower 
right-hand corner of the 
appraisal notices, can be 


compared with the assessed 
valuation as it appears on 
prior county tax statements. 
“These figures are not 
com parable,” Judge White 
asserted. “ The amount on 
the appraisal notice must be 
multiplied by 30 percent to 
a rriv e at a com parable 
figure. 
“ For exam ple, 
if the 
figure in the lower right- 
hand corner of the notice is 
$10,000, the county assessed 
valuation would be $3000," 
he went on to say, “and it is 
this figure which compares 
to your prior county tax 
statem ents and which must 
be multiplied by the tax rate 
to determine the tax.” 
For 1975, the combined 
county-state tax rate was 
$1.47 per $100 assessed 
valuation, which means that 
the tax on a $10,000 piece of 
property would be $44.10. 
$44.10. 
The tax rate for this year 
has not been set, but ac­ 
cording to Judge White, “ I 
am confident that there will 
be a substantial reduction in 
the tax rate for 1976.” 
Judge White also pointed 
out that if a property owner 
disagrees with the value 
determ ined 
by 
Com­ 
prehensive Planners, he can 
discuss the m atter with the 
company by calling 1-542- 
0383 in McKinney for an 
appointment. 
“If a property owner is 
still dissatisfied, then he can 
appeal to the Commissioners 
Court, which will sit as an 
equalization board in May of 
this year,” White concluded.

A 28-percent rate increase 
for General Telephone Co.

City officials gave the firm 
a 7.8-percent increase last 
M ay; but Bob R oberts, 
customer service manager 
in Plano, says present rates 
are based on the cost of 
operations for the year 
ending March, 1974. 
Since that time, Roberts 
says, the company has in­ 
vested 
m ore 
than 
$4.6 
million in gross additions for 
new equipment and facilities 
to provide 
service 
im­ 
provements and expansions 
in Plano. 
That investment includes 
$1 million in central office 
equipment, $2 million 
in 
outside facilities and $1.4 
m illion 
for 
custom er 
telephone equipment. 
“Our current plans are to 
spend more than $33 million 
in our 
Plano exchange 
during the next four years," 
he adds. “ For example, a 
new electronic autom atic 
exchange (No. I EAX) is 
planned for the western part 


of Plano. It will be equipped 
with 13,000 private line 
telephone circuits and long 
distance equipment." 
The

has

revenues

BUNION 


The word "Bunion" comes from 
the Latin word "Bunio"/ meaning 
turnip, which is most appropriate 
cause I don't care for either turnips 
or bunions. Turnip greens are O.K. 
But as far as I am concerned, 
turnips and bunions should have 
never been invented. But that is 
enough of my dietary preferences. 
I have heard nearly every defor­ 
mity of the foot called a bunion, 
everything from a soft corn bet­ 
ween the toes to a callous on the 
bottom of the foot. However, most 
bunions occur at the side of the big 
toe where it is stuck on the foot and 
looks kinda like the side of a turnip 
is protruding from under the skin. 
lf you get right down to it, a 
bunion is bursitis of the big toe 
joint. All joints have a sac of fluid, 
called a Bursa, that protect the 
moving parts and keep us from 
squeaking when we move. When 
the bursa becomes inflamed they 
stick the latin suffix 
" I t i s " , 
meaning swelling, on the end of the 
word and you wind up with bursitis. 
Usually bursitis 
occurs in the 
shoulder or in the knee, where it is 
called "Housemaids Knee" but it 
can also reek havoc with the foot. 
As the bunion becomes worse, it 
will gradually push the big toe over 
to the point, in some cases, where it 
will actually overlap the second 
toe. 
What causes bunions: According 
to one article that I read, "Heredity 
is the most definite cause. In the 
vast majority of cases, a careful 
history will reveal a family ten­ 
dency to enlargement of the big toe 
joint and a deviation towards the 
lesser toes". 
All sorts of jokes have been made 
about bunions, but the people who 
have them ain't laughing cause 
they hurt. Hope to finish this week.

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The Press and the American Revolution 
Inflation Adds To Conflict

“This is no time for giting 
riches but to secure what we 
have got. Every shadow of 
oppression and extortion 
ought to disappear, but in­ 
stead of that we find many 
articles of merchandise 
multiplied four fold their 
original value. The farmers 
are extortionate where ever 
their situation furnishes 
them with an opportunity. 
These are the people that I 
complain mostly of; they are 
wounding the cause.” 
This resentment toward 
inflation was expressed by 
Gen. Nathaniel Greene, 
writing to Gov. Samuel Ward 
of Rhode Island, as early as 
Dec. 31, 1775. 
From the very outset of 
the war, inflationary forces 
were felt by the Americans. 
The interruption of trade 
with Britain produced many 
shortages and the cost of 
goods rose sharply 
As 
seems inevitable in such 
situations 
there 
were 
profiteers who eagerly put 
personal 
gain 
above 
patriotism. 
•Incredible Profit’ 
One Bostonian angrily 
exclaimed, “It is incredible 
what a profit the merchants 
take on their wares— double 
in the very least. So if I buy 
something fourth hand, I can 
count upon paying almost 16 
times as much as it cost first 
hand.” 
Early in the conflict when 
the Continental Congress 
forbade the importation of 
British manufacturers after 
a certain date, merchants 
rushed to buy all they could 
before the deadline of the 
embargo. Later, as these 
goods became scarce and 
were in great demand, high 
prices were demanded for 
them. It was good business, 
indeed, for profits of 700 
percent were made! 
What 
a 
glorious 
op­ 
portunity for profit-hungry 
businessmen, with goods 
scarce and the demand 
always increasing! How 
could one fail in gambling on 
commodities always going 
up in price? 
Violent Reactions 
Some profiteers found that 
angry townspeople could 
react violently and make life 
d a n g e r o u s . 
T h o m a s 
Boylston of Boston, was 
thought to be hoarding 
coffee, was “roughly han­ 
dled” and “never so swelted 
since he was born.” 
When he refused to hand 
over the keys to his shop to a 
crowd, an irate woman 
“seized him by his neck” to 
get the keys. The mob then 
tipped over a cart “upon 
him...opened the warehouse, 
hoisted 
out 
the 
coffee 
themselves and put it into 


the truck, and drove off.” 
As 
businessmen 
and 
profiteers drove prices up, 
they were undermining the 
already shaky value of both 
Continental 
and 
state 
currency. During the war 
the many issues of 
paper 
money quickly depreciated 
in value: with no backing in 
gold or silver, and only the 
promise of redemption from 
Congress and the states 
behind it, the paper currency 
lost value rapidly. 
Expression Coined 
When the people lost faith 


in the money of Congress, 
someone coined the ex­ 
pression 
“ not worth 
a 
Continental,” a bit of slang 
that became part of our 
American vocabulary. 
How to cope with his 
situation? 
Could 
this 
runaway inflation be con­ 
trolled? 
Members of the first 
Continental Congress were 
apprehensive about the 
probability of rising prices 
when they adopted the first 
nonimportation plans and 
tried to establish schedules

increases. At this time the 
fiery young Patriot from 
New York had supported the 
effort by publishing in 
December, 1774.

Great Confusion 
Utter confusion threatened 
the country where there was 
no uniformity of regulation. 
Speculators 
made

profitable business of buying 
commodities in a state 
where there were price- 
fixing laws, and then selling 
them in another state where 
there was no ceiling on 
prices When this practice 
denied supplies 
to 
the 
Continental 
Army 
(as it 
often did), it seemed to 
many that the industrious 
speculators were “as wicked 
as the Devil himself.” 
From Dec. 25,1776, to Jan. 
2, 1777, a committee of four 
New England states met at 
Providence, R.I., to consider 
the state of affairs.

Schedules Adopted 
Although the legislatures 
of the New England states 
adopted the wage and price 
schedules, they had little 
effect. People refused to 
submit to controls. Abigail 
Adams summed it up this 
way: "The merchant scolds, 
the farm er growls, and 
everyone seems wroth that 
he cannot grind his neigh­ 
bor.” 
Congress did not look 
kindly at first on the action 
of the New England states; it 
seemed to some members 
like the seizure of power that 
belonged to the central 
government. After lengthy 
debate over what the best 
remedy for inflation was, 
however. 
Congress 
did 
approve the regulations of 
the Providence meeting. It 
also recommended 
that 
regional agreem ents be 
found in other sections. 
One result of this was a 
conference at York, Penn. 
This disbanded when "the 
principle of leaving trade to 
regulate itself” was strongly 
argued, and nothing was 
accomplished. Through it all 
there was no effective action 
taken by the states as a 
whole to deal with inflation. 
Finances Viewed 
Most 
members 
of 
Congress realized that the 
excessive issues of unbacked 
paper money were in large 
part responsible for rising 
prices. But they had to face 
the all-important question: 
how else can we finance the 
war9 Loans from abroad 
were barely large enough to 
stave off bankruptcy; and 
requisitions on the states, 
which were reluctant to 


impose 
taxes, 
did 
not 
provide much support for the 
centra! government. 
In 1780, Congress devalued 
its currency, making one 
gold dollar worth 40 Con­ 
tinentals. This momentarily 
wiped out the government s 
debt, but inflation continued.

First Baptist North Sees Beginning 


Fresh from guiding a 
newly-formed church into 
what is now known as 
Prairie Creek Baptist, Rev. 
Carl Elder is doing it again- 
this time with the formation 
of First Baptist North. 
At 7:30 p.m. Thursday, 
March 25, Rev. Elder will 
host a family fellowship at 
Hughston 
Elem entary 
School, 2601 Crossbend, for 
all persons interested in the 
new church, which will 
conduct its first services on 
Sunday, April 4. 
“I think this new church 
has the opportunity 
to 
become the largest Southern 
Baptist Church in Collin 
County and possibly the 
largest church overall in the 
county,” 
Brother Elder 
predicted. “I’m very excited 
about the future of this new 
church.” 
i 
Elder is the associate 
pastor and minister of 
outreach at First Baptist in 
Plano, and in that regard, he 
began conducting services 
for First Baptist West in 
1972, shortly after arriving 
at 
First 
Baptist 
from 
Calvary Baptist in Street­ 
sboro. Ohio 


For three years and three 
months, 
Rev. 
Elder 
shepherded First Baptist 
West through a $254,000 
building program and until it 
was organized into Prairie 
Creek Baptist on Oct. 26 of 
last year. 
“As soon as I terminated 
my pastoral role there, we 
began immediate planning 
for First Baptist North,” 
Bro. Elder related. ‘‘Of 
course, the Mission Com­ 
mission of First Baptist 
played a vital role in 
establishing First Baptist 
West and they will be 
playing an important role in 
the establishment of First 
Baptist North.” 
Elder went on to explain 
that First Baptist North 
would be a satellite church 
and not a mission church. 
“Our purpose is to provide 
the guidance and leadership 
necessary to bring this 
church to a self-supporting 
basis, then let it function on 
its own,” he explained. “We 
don’t intend for it to be a 
mission church or an adjunct 
of First Baptist.” 
In discussing the potential 
growth of the new church. 


Rev. 
Elder 
said 
that 
population forecasts indicate 
that some 12,000 to 15,000 
families will be living within 
a mile and one-half of the 
church’s site in five years. 
Approximately five acres 
of land has been purchased 
for the church on the south­ 
west corner of Custer Rd. 
and Timberlake Dr., in the 
northern portion of the city. 
“So far. some 125 families 
have shown interest in the 
new church,” Bro. Elder 
related, “and I estimate we 
should get the active in­ 
volvement of at least half of 
that number. I think that in 
three years, though, we’ll 
see 200 families in the church 
and 700 enrolled in Sunday 
School.” 
Rev. 
Elder has 
been 
mission-minded for many 
years and has a mission 
background. A graduate of 
Decatur Baptist College 
(now 
known 
as 
Dallas 
Baptist College) and Howard 
Payne 
University, 
he 
received his theological 
training from the Sough- 
western Baptist Theological 
Seminary in Fort Worth. In 
addition, 
he 
has 
done 


graduate work at North 
Texas State University and 
the University of Akron. 
Bro. Elder has been the 
pastor of two churches he 
started 
in 
Fairbanks, 
Alaska, and also has served 
as president of the Alaska 
Baptist Convention. Among 
the many churches he’s 
pastored are several country 
churches, where he was 
active with senior citizens, 
as well as regular church­ 
goers and and youth groups. 
Rev. Berry will serve as 
interm 
pastor 
of 
First 
Baptist North, which will 
conduct Sunday morning 
services only, for the time 


being. The morning worship 
service will be at 9:30 a.m. 
and Sunday School will begin 
at 10:45 a m. 
The first services are 
scheduled for Sunday, April 
4, and Rev. Travis Berry, 
pastor of First Baptist, will 
preach. 
“Of course, I’d like to 
invite all interested people to 
come 
to 
our 
family 
fellowship Thursday night, 
but I d especially like to 
invite those who live in north 
Plano,” Rev. Elder said. 
“This will be their church 
and I feel very honored to 
have the opportunity to 
serve them.”
